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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 8-14 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 9-22-04. 

2. It is requested that applicant cancel non-elected claims 8-14 in response to this 
action to facilitate the issue process if the application is ultimately allowed. 

3. The drawings filed 1 0-20-03 are objected to and new corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this application because they are 
informal (i.e. rough hand written labels etc.). Applicant is advised to employ the services 
of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "56" has been used to designate both a diameter and a 
barb. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.
